In 1858 a Nitlle party of gold seekers
with s moeager outfit of horses and
wigons stapted for Callfornin’ from the
village of Racime, Wis. In command
of this adventurous expeditign was a
young wan who took with hiaf his wife
and ‘ofant deughter, His name wis
B, J. Baldwin and ke made a whie
cholee in whaking from his restless feet
the dust of o tamer civilization. He
noeded n Inrger thenter of nction for his
pent-up nnd surgiog activities. While
tralling through the mountaing of Utah
the plonecers were attacked by Indigns,
who were beaten off during a six hour
fight 1n which young Baldwin killed
thelr chilef, After alx months of hard-
ship the party reached Hangtown (later
ealled Placerville), In California.

Here Baldwin tarried and began
placer mining. He appears to have
been no more than an ordinary red
shirted argonnut, meating the ups and
downs of mining luek untll the dis
covery of the Comstock lode at Virgin-
{n City, Thither he drifted and dlscoy-
erod that his natural bent was gau-
blipg with the mines that other men
had opened. Amid & whirlwind of
speculation he fought his way wiih
suych success that be loomed from the
smoke In o few months as “Lucky”
Baldwin, the man who had cleaned up
$7,500,000 In the glgantie deals In the
stock of the Ophir mines,

Ban Francisco was the Mecea of
those Incky sous of fortune who were
rearing a great city by the Golden
Qate. As o stock and mining speculn-
tor “Lucky” Baldwin sbore respen-
dent, but he was also a loyal son of
Ban Franelsco. He bullt hotels and
thenters and business blocks even
while he was amazing that far from
